The remarks of Judge Horn- 
blower in the libel case of Tuaska 
against Hearst, of the San Francisco 
Examiner, Monday, are much to be 
commended. The judge took the 
rational ground that it is against 
public policy to place restraints on 
theliberty of the press. Without 
such a liberal construction of the 
libel laws, newspapers are almost 
an impossibility. If a man is a 
scounirel, remarks the Post, the 
public interest demands that 
the fact should be known. 
A cold statement of § such 
a truth, unmixed with malice, is in 
the nature of a privileged commu- 
nication, and bears no resemblance 
to thoere covert slanders which find 
such effectual circulation when 
passed from mouthto mouth,*and 
about whose origin no one seems to 
koow anything. Every man has an 
undisputed right to be confronted 
by the witnesses against him, and 
he could not well have a more tan- 
gible and responsible accuser than 
a reputable paper. Convictions of 
libel against such papers are ex- 
ceedingly rare, and they might be 
less frequent with propriety. The 
recent decisions in newspap>r libel 
eases seem to indicate that they 
will be so.

The actual .military strength of 
Russia—that is, the number of men, 
horses and guns which can be put 

-in the field to confront an enemy 
—dis a matter about which there has 
always been considerable dvubt. 
One recent writer estimated the 
Czar’s army at a cool four millions. 
Colonel Vogt’s ‘‘Die Europaischen 
Heeren der Gegenwort,"’ just pub- 
lished, gives figures in detail which 
show that this is a gross exaggera- 
tion. He alleges that the total war 
strength of the Russian army, in- 
clusive of every creature that bears, 
or can be called upon to bear arms, 
from the Cuirassier Guards of the 
capital to the wild horsemen of the 
Amoor, does not amount toa couple 
of millions. The actual figures are: 
Officers, 41,187; men, 1,882,630; 
horses, 350,958; guus, 3,672. Out of 
this strength not more than one 
million could possibly be made 
available against an enemy, the 
rest being required to protect a 
very extended frontier, etc. 


It is rather interesting to observe 
that the New York Central Rail- 
road has ‘announced the success of 
‘ths experiment at steam heating of 
railway crrs. This indicates that 
the railroxd experts who declared 
steam heating to be impracticable 
were not eutirely infallible; while 
the uninformed newspapers which 
believed that what had already 
been done could be kept up, were 
not so utterly misinformed as the 
railway managers asserted. Let us 
hupe that the New York Central’s 
example will convincs the other 
trunk lines that they haye no 
longer any excuse for clinging to

New Passenger Regulations. 
Pitrsspure, Pa., March 30, 

The Pennsylvania Company, oper- 
ating the lines west of Pittsburg, is- 
sued its official circular to-day for its 
passenger department, in conformity 
with the provisions of the Inter-State 
Commerce law. The agents are in- 
structed to restore passenger rates to 
to the regular tariff, and to be sure to 


sell no tickets for less than the speci- 
fied rates. All sub-agents are to be 
discharged at once. Special or re- 
duced rates for all classes of persons, 
including those heretefore issued on 
account of freight shippers, manu- 
facturers, commercial travelers, theat- 
rical companies, circuses, baseball 
clubs, students, hunters, fishermen, 
steamboat men, police. members of 
the press, hotels, charity laborers, 
National Soldiers’ Homes, Mayors, 
orders and Sisters of Charity are abol- 
ished. Mileage tickets ofevery kind, 
except advertising, are withdrawn. 
Contracts made with local newspapers 
for the vear 1887, to pay for advertis- 
ing and transportation however, will 
be carried out. Local tickets to min- 
isters will be continued at two cents 
per mile, as also round trip tickets for 
30 days. The circular is dated March 
S0th, and will go into effect on April 
lst. 


A Murderous Prophet. 
Macon, Ga., March 30. 

Six out ofthe 11 persons who were 
poisoned by the Voodoo doctor, Bon- 
ner, in Baldwin county, are now dead 
and the five living will die. Thesixth 
death was that of the father, John 
Harris. He openly expressed a doubt 
as to the powers possessed by the Voo- 
doo, whereupon the latter prophesied 
that for this want of faith, not one of 
the Harrises should live the month 
through. The tather alone, who had 
not eaten much of the fatal meal re- 
covered sufficiently to move, but 
when he recovered he was a raving 
maniac, and had to be confined in the 
lunatic Asylum. He had fearful vivs- 
ions and would not eat for fear of be- 
ing poisoned, and soon died in terrible 
contortions. The news from the set- 
tlement is that the survivors cannot 
live much longer, so that it is likely 
that the Voodoo's prophecy will be 
fulfilled, and that not one ot the fam- 
ily will live to see the new moon come 
in. As soon as the white people 
learned the facts, Bonner was hidden 
by the colored people and has not yet 
been found. 


Picked Up at Sea. 
New York, March 36, 
The bark, Scotts Bay, which arrived 
yesterday trom Lisbon, reports that 
she sighted on March 24th,a water- 
logged and dismasted vessel. A boat 
was lowered, though the sea was very 


heavy, and into it, clambered the mate 
and four seamen. After several al- 
tempts, the vessel was boarded. The 
captain and second mate were the 
only survivors, the mate, stewart and 
two colored seamen having died the 
previous night. The two survivors 
were almost exhausted; they were not 
able to talk and had to be hoisted on 
board the Scotts Bay. They had been 
lashed for 48 hourson top of a fi 
house without food or water, and their 
clothing was torn to rags. The vessel 
was the schooner Marcus Davis, Cap- 
tain Williams, from Fernandi for 
Philadelphia. 


A Radical Change. 
Ritrspure, Pa., March 30. 
The entire. force of clerks in the 
transfer station of the Pennsylvania 
railroad in this city bave been notified 
that after the present month’s busi- 
ness has been finished, their services 
will mo longer be required. Nearly 
100 men, who were receiving salaries 
from $50 to $150 per month, will be 
thrown out of employment by the 
abandonment of the station, which is 
believed to be one of the first violent 
effects of the of the Inter-State 
Commerce bill. Heretofore all freight 
from either east or west, ing from 
the main line of the nusylvania 
road to the main line of the Pennsy!l- 
vania company, or vice versa, has been 
re-billed; and transferred in this city,

An American Soldier Murdered. 
Sr. Louis, March 30. 
A special from Rio Grande city, 
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and desperado, and the Jeader of the 
gang who have terrorizedCentral New 
Mexico for six months, had been 
killed while resisting arrest near Ante- 
iope Springs, 70 miles south of here. 
The report was confirmed to-day by 
the arrival of Joaquin Montera and 
Carlos Jaconie with the body. They 
were deputized by Sheriff Chauez, of 
Santa Fe county, to make the arrest. 


They met Leyba on a mountain trail 
while on the lookout for him. When 
ordered to surrender, the outlaw 
pulled a pistol, and Montera and Ja- 
conie pulled theirs and their three 
shots sounded like one. Montera got 
a bullet through his hat, but Ley 
fell dead at his feet, shot through the 
head. Leyba led the gang that mur- 
dered Col. Charles Potter, step-son of 
Governor Vanzandt, of Rhode Island 
in the Dolores Mountains in 1880, and 
buried the body after taking several 
bundred dollars from it. Four of the 
gang were captured bySheriffArmitage 
and were taken to Albuquerque, where 
they were lynched. Leyba, the fifth 
member, escaped to the mountains, 
but commenced operations again after 
all the witnesses were dead. He was 
afterwards convicted for stealing and 
sent up for five years in the peniten- 
tiary, and when discharged six months 
ago, he immediately returned to a 
ee miniog*country aud re-or- 
ganized his gang. They would shoot 
up towns, steal horses and rob travel- 
ers. Their last outrage, was the mur- 
der and robbery of Lackey and Tesler, 
near Antelope Springs. These men 
owned 20,000 sheep. Lackey was 
killed in his house and his body 
burned,and Tesier was shot in the 
back while running. Two of Leyba’s 
gang were arrested for murder and 
are now held for trial. A reward of 
$1,200 was offered for Leyba. His 
death will break up the gang. A 
great many pooes have visited the 
Santa Fe jail and have viewed the 
body. The people of Southern New 
Mexico are greatly pleased over the 
death of the outlaw, and are thor- 
oughly organized for the suppression 
of the rest of the band. 


Deserving of Hemp. 
CotumBia, 8S. C., March 30, 
Information has been received bere 
of an outrage out on Cooper river,near 
Oakley. A large number of colored 
laborers who bad been working on a 


river plantation on one side of the 
river, were being conveyed across to 
their homes on the otiber side on a flat 
boat. When the boat was in the mid- 
die of the stream it was passed by the 
sloop, Carrie and Hattie. Afler pass- 
ing about 100 yards, the sloop came 
about, and notwithstanding there was 
ample room in the river, she ran di- 
rectiy into the flat boat, which was 
partially split open, anda number of 
men were knocked into the river and 
four of them were drowned. The jury 
on the inquest put the responsibility 
on Captain Poinsitt, who has been 
committed to jail. 


Death ot General Ripley. 
New YorkK, March 30. 
General Roswell 8. Ripley was 
stricken by apomeny while at break- 
fast at the New York hotel at 9 o’clock 
yesterday rmoorning and died at 8 
o’clock last night.

An Effective Speech. 
Lonpon, March 30. 
Gladstone’s speech delivered in the 
House of Commons last night, in op- 
position tothe coercive measures ef 
the Government in relation to Irish 
affairs, is widely commented upon as 
an effective ex posure of the feebleness 
of the Governments reasons for de- 


manding coercion. The strength of 
his reasoning isadmitted by Conserva- 
tives and is felt keenly by the Union- 
ists and Liberals, more of whom 
threatened tosecede unless the coer- 
cion bill be retluced to its simple pro- 
visions against boycotting and the 
“plan of the Campaign.’’

To Agents and Conductors and for 
the Information of the Public:—The 
Act to regulate commerce, known as 
the Inter-State Commerce law, which 
takes effect April 4th, 1887, prohibits, 
under severe penalties, any railroad 
company engaged in iater-State com- 
merce, from issuing free passes except 
to railroad officers and employes. 
Therefore, passes granting free trans- 
portation over the inter-State liae of 
this i ny ty issued to those other 
than railroad officers and employes, 
will not be honored for avy inter-State 
trip or any part thereof, except in the 
following cases: For posta! clerks of 
the Railway Mail Service, when trav- 
eling in discharge of their duaties— 
that is, only wh nin actual charge of 
the United States mails; for officers, 
messengers, and route agents of Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s express;* for officers 
and employes of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company;* for men in 
charge of live stock, or other property 
in traosit, requiring attention en route. 

After the 3d insiant, baggage must 
not be checked to inter-State destina- 
tions on passes presented by persons 
other than above specified, and con- 
ductors are instructed to take up such 
pasees if offered for an inter-State trip, 
or any part therof, and require pay- 
ment of regular rates of fare for the 
whole trip. 

The Inter-State Act also prohibits 
the sale or issuance of any tickets for 
an inter-State trip at reduced rates 
from the rates rovided fur in 
company’s prin tariff at the 
time in force. Agents are there- 
fore instructed not to sell tickets to in- 
ter-State destinations upon half or 
two-third rate permits if presented 
therefor. 

Commencing this day, the allowance 
for will be uniform—that is, 
150 pounds free for every full ticket, 
and 75 pounds for each half ticket.
